“All you have to do with .that stuff 
is to put it in a bottle of near beer, 
or anything else,” Wayne B. Wheeler, 
general counsel of the Anti:Saloon 
league, said. . ™ 
He insists that the thirsty will use 
it to evade the prohibition law despite 
all that treasury chemists say about 
it being thick as molasses and drink- 
able only in small quantities. 
Reference to the malt extract as a 
“tonic beer” are particularly disturb- 
ing to enforcement officials who au- 
thorized this product. They believe® 
that much of the complaint that has 
come from the drys is due to the 
uewspa per dispatches which referred 
to it as a “beer.” 
“A malt tonie containing .25 per 
cent of solids is by no stretch of the 


‘imagination a ‘beer,’” Assistant See- 


retary of the Treasury Andrews wrote 
to one person who had referred to the 
product as a beer. But even this did 
not appease Wheeler. 

“You don’t have to precipitate the 
solids to convert this into a beverage,”’ 
he said. “Dump it in anything and 
you can drink it down.” 

Drys are preparing a_ broadside 


against this new regulation. They have 
been in consultation with state Anti- 
Saloon league forces throughout the 
country and have hardly begun their 
real fight. 

“If the stuff is potable, anybody 
that sells it ought to be indicted,” 
Senator McKellar, Tennessee dry dem- 
ocrat, said. 

“Law enforcement officers hare no 
authority to permit a violation of the 
statute, and should they sttempt to 
do so, they themselves should be 
promptly dealt with by the law,’ Me- 
Kellar said. 

“If such beer as described has been 
allowed by the authorities to be manu- 
factured, and contains more than one- 
half of one per cent, ‘and is potable 
or can be easily made so, and is sold, 
all who are concerned in the illegal 
transaction are subject to prosecu- 
tion, in my judgment.

PERJURY IS CHARGED 


Is Indicted

New York, April 1.—Rough 
lie nhead for Earl Carroll. 

The theatrical producer is liable to 
be swamped in his own bathtub. 

Iridicted for perjury by a federal 
grand jury, arraigned before Judge 
Knox and held in $2,500 bail for a 
hearing next week, Carroll faces a 
possible sentence of four years :n 
prison, the penalty for perjury in 
New York. 

The perjury with which the produc- 
er is charged occurred during his testi- 
mony before the grand jury which 
investigated a now notorious party 
at the Earl Carroll theater, when 
Joyce Hawley, a shapely if ill-ad- 
vised young chorus girl, was bathed in 
a bath-tub filled with some sparkling 
beverage. 

When stories about what went on 
at Corroll’s party began jo circulate 
around téwn, everyone who hadn't 
been invited wanted to know all about 
it. Even Emory R. Buckner, the 
United States attorney, became curi- 
ous. 

The producer and a number of his 
guests were subpoenaall and told their 
stories. Carroll denied that the bath- 
tub in which Miss Hawley splashed 
gaily while she ladled out its contents 
to the guests contained anything 
stronger than ginger-ale. Someone

must have told a different story, for 
the indictment for perjury followed. 

Carroll was arrested on a_ bench 
.warrant Thursday afternoon, and was 
taken with his ever-present 200-pound 
body guard and a lawyer before Judge 
Knox in the feder uilding. 

Bail of $10,000! was asked, but the 
producer succeeded in having this re- 
duced to $2,500. 

“My. but this certainly was a sut- 
prise to me,” said Carroll, mopping 
his pale brow with a silk handker- 
chief. 

“If I had had any idea that such a 
thing was to occur, I certainly should 
have left the country. Not really, 
you know, but say that for me, for I 
simply mustn’t make a serious state- 
ment about the affair.” 

It was the old story of a woman 
scorned that got Carroll into trouble. 
Only in this case, the woman had been 
first bathed and then scorned. 

Joyce Hawley had no objection to 
appearing in the nude in a bath-tub 
at the party. But she did maintain 
that she should have been given a 
good job in one of Carroll’s shows as 
a result of this artistic performance. 

When the producer withheld the 
job and gave her a paltry $1,000, 
Miss Hawley’s indignation knew no 
bounds. Summoned before the grand 


jury, she had to tell the truth as she 
saw it—or rather, bathed in it.

LINES TO CONNECT 
SEABOARD OUTLETS 


Agreement Calls for Pur- 
chase of Two Properties 
Within 5 Years—TI. C. C. 
Must Approve Deal. 


Quitman, Ga., April l—(P)—J, W. 
Oglesby, president of the South Geor- 
gia railway, tonight confirmed a re- 
port that the Seaboard Air Line rail- 
way has entered into a_ tentative 
agreement for the leasing of that 
short line, 81.3 miles, and also for 
the leasing of the Georgia Northern 
railway, 67.5 miles, as connecting 
links in the Seaboard's outlets from 
Tampa and Florida west coast points 
to the west. 

It will be necessary he stated, to 
build another connecting’ link from 
the terminus of the South Georgia 
railway at Hampton Springs, Fla., to 
carry traffic through to Tampa. 

I. C. C. Must Approve. 
' The deal is subject te approval of 
the interstate commerce. commission, 
it was stated. 

Officials of the Seaboard Air Line 
railway have just completed an in- 
spection of the two short-line rail- 
roads. 

The agreement calls for purchase 
of the two properties by the Sea- 
board Air Line railway within. five 
years, but the tentative agreement 
provides for leasing, subject to pur- 
chase. 

The South Georgia railway, 81.3 
miles, extends from Adel, Ga., to 
Hampton Springs, Fla., via Green- 
ville and Perry, Fla. It makes con- 
nections with Seaboard lines at both 
points, 

President Oglesby said it would be 
necessary to -build a line from the 
terminus at Hampton Springs in or- 


‘der to route traffie into Tampse. 


The Georgia Northern’ railway, 


| 67.5 miles, extends from Albany, Ga., 


to Boston, Ga., on the Atlantie Coast 
Line. It connects with the Celumbus- 
Albany branch of the Seaboard at 
Albany. The Columbus-Albany branch 
in turn makes connection with the 
through Seaboard Air Line line from 
Montgomery, Ala., to Savannah, Ga. 
Will Connect Lines. 

In connection with the Georgia 
Northern railway, it was pointed out, 
that although the southern terminus 
of the road was at Boston, Ga., 


on the Atlantic Coast Line railroad, 


the Seaboard now has a short line 
from Monticello, Fla., to Drifton, 
Ila., a short distance from Boston. 
The building of a short new line 
would connect the two roads. 

The northern terminus of the South 
Georgia railway has no connections 
with Seaboard lines and it was not 
indicated how this trackage would be 
utilized. A direct route for the passen- 
ger and freight traffic from Alabama 
points and the west to the West Flori- 
da coast would be provided, however, 
in the trackage of the Georgia North- 
ern railway. Trains would run from 
Montgomery, Ala., to Richland, Ga.., 
thence over the Columbus-Albany 
branch to Albany, down the Georgia 
Northern to Boston and thence over a 
new line to Perry, Fla. 


Rumors Confirmed. 


President Oglesby’s statement con- 
firmed rumors that have prevailed 
since the announcement of the new 
Seaboard expansion program sctyeral 
weeks ago. 

At that time President S. Davies 
Warfield, of the Seaboard. announced 
that the road was considering alterna- 
tive routes ¥m an effort to route pas- 
senger and freight traffic directly 
from Alabama and. western points to 
the west coast of Florida. ‘He said his 
engineers would render a report later 
after careful investigation had been 
made of possible routes. 

It was reported shortly after Presi- 
dent Warfield announced the expan- 
sion program, that the Georgia, Flori- 
da and Alabama railway, extending 
from Richland, Ga., to Carrabelle, Fla. 
might be bought or leased by the Sea- 
board. Since that time, however, New 
York capitalists have announced the 
acquisition of the property.

NINE-YEAR-OLD 
WAR MISSILE 


EAPLODES IN HAND 


Ralph Neel Moss Horri- 
bly Mangled While Toy- 
ing With Explosive 
Found on Father’s Farm 


LIMBS AND BODY 
TORN TO PIECES 


Tragedy Recalls Death of 
Four Persons Who Were 
Witnessing Target Prac- 
tice Nearby in 1917. 


Marietta, Ga., April 1.— 
(Special.) — Coming as a 
bloody reminder of the harrow- 
ing days when Georgia sent her 
young manhood to the battle- 
fields of France, the explosion 
of an old artillery shell believed 
to have been fired in target 
practice by troops training at 
Fort McPherson, Thursday aft- 
ernoon horribly mangled and 
instantly killed Ralph Neel 
Moss, 11-year-old son of Mr. 
and Mrs. J. B. Moss. 

The tragedy occurred on the 
farm of John Brown about 
three and a half miles from this 
city, where the Moss family 
lived. The child was playing 
in a field near his home and is 
believed to have found the high 
explosive projectile in some 


-crevice where “it. had~lainfor_ 


about nine years. - 

His death recalled to mind the ¢ 
first tragedy associated with artil- 
lery practice on the part of Atlanta 
troops in those stirfing war times. 
A battalion of student officers from 
the Fort McPherson officers’ train- 


ing camp was firing at the scarp of 


Kennesaw mountain on August 8, 
1217, and four spectators were kill- 
ed and one injured when a percus- 
sion sheJjl ricocheted a mile out of its 
course, struck an oak tree and ex- 
ploded at their feet. 

The two incidents occurred in the 
same general locality, and three-inch 
shells figured in both tragedies. 

The child, with his father and two 


negroes, went out on the farm to cut 
some ‘wood, and while the father aad 
the help were busy felling trees, the 
boy found the shell and began to tey 
with it, striking it in such a manner 
as to cause it to explode.

“Why does Browning contribute to 
thé support of 20 girls’ sororities as 
he told Frances Heenan and why is 
he so popular at the young girls’ 
sorority dances? 

“And why. when Browning puts on 
his fairy godfather’s cap and unloos- 
ens the strings of his money bags, 
does he usually pick pretty, red- 
cheeked buxom lassies of 15 or 16 as 
objects of his bounty. 

Pisarra interviewed Frances in her 
home today.

British Preparing 
To Urge Definite 
Armament: Plan 


London, April 1.—(4)—'She British 
government will participate whole- 
heartedly in any international steps 


: 


leading to general measures of dis- 
armament and Lord Cecil will go to 
Geneva prepared to urge some defi- 
nite scheme. 


This was made clear in the house 
of commons today by Godfrey Locker- 
Lampson, parliamentary under secre- 
tary for the home office, answering a 
question raised by Arthur Ponsonby, 
who was a member of Ramsay Mac- 
Donald’s labor ministry. 

“What we have to do, if we can, 
is to exorcise the demon of interna- 
tional suspicion,” said Mr. Locker- 
Lampson. “Lord Cecil will certainly 
go to Geneva prepared to urge some 
definite scheme of disarmament. We 
took the initiative with the United 
States regarding -naval disarmament 
because it was appropriate to do so, but 
in all probability it will be more ap- 
propriate for some great military pow- 
er at Geneva to take the jnitiative 
regarding military disarmament. 

“After all, the first definite step 
has already been taken, because at 
Washington a very important treaty 
was signed between five powers im- 
posing very definite limits on their 
navies.” 

The British case at Geneva, he 
added, would be in the capable hands 
of Lord Cecil and he anticipated that 
something substantial would emerge 
from the sittings of the preparatory 
disarmament commission which he 
termed “‘one more milestone on the 
long, difficult road to universal peace.”

SIR CHARLES BELL’S PALSY. 
_ Inflammation of a nerve, in medi- 
ieal parlance called neuritis, impairs 
or disturbs the function of the nerve.

Uf the nerve happens to be a sensory 
cnerve, 


the inflammation will cause 
more or less numbness, pain, tingling, 
emarting or other disturbance of sen- 
sation; if it be a nerve of special 
sense, such as the optic nerve or the 
auditory nerve, the eyesight or the 
hearing will be affected. If the nerve 


inflamed happens te be a motor nerve, | 


the strength of the muscle or group 
of muscles supplied by the nerve will 
be weakened or practically lost (pal- 


sied), Some nerves have oth sensory 
and motor fibers, and inflammation 
of such neryes procuces both dis- 
turbance of sensation and impair- 
ment of motion of the member’ sup- 
plied by the nerve. 

Sir Charles Bell lived 100 years 
ago, probably frugally, and he was 
the author of much of our knowledge 
of the anatomy of the nervous sys- 
tem. His name still clings to the one- 
sided palsy of the face which occurs 
when the facial. (seventh cranial) 
nerve is inflamed or injured. Bell's 
palsy commonly happens rather sud- 
denly, often without apparent cause, 
and therefore, it is often ascribed to 
exposure to a cqld draft. Thus, an 
individual in fair health awakens from 
sleep to find one side of his face 
“frozen” in the immobility of the 
palsy; being more or less ignorant 
or misinformed, he notices at once 
that his bedroom window-was open 
and he concludes that a cold draft 
blew over his facg all night—of course, 
he ignores the fayt that his face has 
been similarly é@xposed 9,464 times 
without ill consequenee. Or he en- 
joys a spin in his open car, or a car 
with an open window beside him, and 
no sooner does his face droop on either 
side than he recalls how the cool wind 
struck him. ' 

This talk is not about Bell's palsy. 
[I am not going to describe paralysis 
of the face. That’s a medical matter 
and this is not a medical eolumn. 
mention Bell’s palsy merely for the 
sake of the “cold” delusion attached 
to it. Some of the old timers still 
believe firmly that just a cold draft 
or a cold raw damp wind blowing 
over a person’s face may. cause Bell's 
palsy, and my job as a health teacher 
is to smoke ‘em out if I can. 

This inflammation of the facial 
nerve, like neuritis anywhere else, is 
produced by injury or infection of the 
nerve at some point in its course. The 
facial nerve happens to be in close 
relation with the internal ear struc- 
ture, and is often involved in inflam- 
mation of the “‘middle-ear’ and mas- 
toiditis; the nerve in its course from 
the brain to the face muscles passes 
through the parotid gland, which sa- 
livary gland is the one swollen in 
mumps. Occasionally the facial nerve 
is unavoidably injured-in the course 
of an operation for mastoiditis, an 
incident of no importance as com- 
pared with what would have hap- 
pened had the disease been left to 
itself. It is but fair to say that in 
some few caes of Bell's palsy a phy- 
sician can determine no definite In- 
jury or infection. In such cases the

fancies need not be dragged in. There 
are still a few more-reasonable pos- 
sibilities. One is focal infection— 
which is nowadays recognized as a 
common eause of neuritis..s well as 
arthritis—from old septic or diseased 
tonsils, or from an unrecognized or 
ignored nasal sinus infection. Other 
factors which .sometimes account for 
the condition are alcoholism, syphilis, 
hemorrhage, into the ~bony canal 
through which the nerve emerges from 
the skull. When the doctor doesn’t 
know and lacks courage to say S80, 
“rheumatism” and: “cold” may soothe 
the patient's curiosity.

New York, April 1.—Tex Rickard will build next year a $1,000,000 
concrete stadium in the vicinity of New York city. 

Seating 100,000 spectators for football games and 110,000 for box- 
ing bouts, the arena will be “greater than Yale bowl,” according to an 
announcement made by the promoter Thursday afternoon. 


Rickard is going out on Friday to 


look over a proposed site for the: 


stadium, which may be located on 
Long Island or in the Bronx. 

Tex has obtaraed a year’s lease on 
Yankee stadium, where he will pro- 
mote outdoor bouts during the next 
year. His new areaa will be ready 
for football games in October, 1927. 

Jack Dempsey, Gene Tunney, Harry 
Wills, Paul Berlenbach and Jack De- 
laney will box for Rickard at Yankee 
stadium this summer, if his plans 
mature as he expects. 


TEX PLANNING 
MANY BATTLES. 

New York, April 1.-—(#)—Tex 
Rickard drew back the curtain from 
a good share of his prospective 1926 
heavyweight drama today. He disclosed 
an claborate program bearing all the 
earmarks of starring a heavyweight 
championship tilt between Jack Demp- 
sey and Gene Tunney on August 12 
or September 3. 

The promoter revealed that he had 
closed negotiations for a 1926 lease 
on the stadium which he plans to 
open with a return light-aeavyweight 
title match between Paul Berlenbach 


_ and Jack Delaney on June 10. He said 


he also would operate his Jersey City 
arena, Boyles’ Thirty Acres, beginning 
about May 18. 

Both big arenas, Rickard = said, 
would be ready for at least ‘“‘one big 
shot.” While he refused to say so 
flatly, he launched into a dicussion 


his hearers convinced that he figures 
on staging Dempsey’s return to the 
ring, with Tunney as his opponent. 
Tunney already is under contract to 
Rickard for this season and it is un- 
derstood the promoter has an agree- 
ment with Dempsey which will ma- 
terialize into a formal contract after 
August 3, when the champion’s con- 
tract with his erstwhile manager, Jack 
Kearns, expires, 

Wills, however, in Rickard’s opin- 
ion, is not yet out of the heavyweight 
picture altogether, although* the ne- 
gros chances of meeting Dempsey 
have diminished. If a Dempsey match 
is found impossible otherwise, Rick- 
ard indicated he would be willing to 
stage an elimination test between 
Wills and Tunney, the winner to face 
the champion. 

Stribling Bout. 

Three or four “big shows” are 
planned by Rickard for the Yankee 
stadium. kn addition to the return 
Berlenbach-Delaney bout and_ the 
prospective Tunney-Dempsey match, 
he is understood to have Young Strib- 
ling, Georgia light-heavyweight, in 
mind as a possible opponent for the 
winner of the light-heavyweight en- 
counter. A mateh bringing Benny 
Leonard, retired lightweight king, 
back into the ring for a welterweight 
battle with Mickey Walker, also is in 
sight. 

Johnny Risko, young Cleveland 
heavyweight, is another boxer who 
may figure in Rickard’s heavyweight 
program. “Some day,” he said, ““Risko 
will be fighting for the heavyweight 
championship under my direction.” 

Paolino, the Tiger of the Pyrenees, 
who is slated to visit the United 
States soon, probably will be offered a 
match with Wills, Tunney or Risko, 
with the idea of testing his ability.

Paris, April 1.—QP)—M. Peret, 
Premier Briand’s new ‘finance minis- 
‘ter, has sueceeded in doing what six 
‘other finance ministers failed to ac- 
complish; he has found sufficient sup- 
port in the chamber of deputies to 
make possible the balancing of the 
French budget.

Dodge, former’ department of jus- 
tice agent, and Matt J. Hinkel, Cleve- 
have in their posses- 
sion parts of his personal property 
valued at $700,000, Remus charged 
in his suit. 

This property, he listed as whisky 
withdrawal permits, mortgages, stocks, 
bonds, jewelry and household furnish- 
ings, which he alleges Mrs. Remus 
and Dodge conspired to take and con- 
ceal from him. 

Hie seeks a temporary injunction re- 
straining the defendants from secret- 
ing or disposing of the property and 
requested a full accounting. 

The largest single amount involved, 
Remus sets forth is $300,000, the val- 
ue he places on whisky certificates 
in the possession of Hinkel.
